ticipated. (b) Excessive mois- 
ture or high humidity condi- 
tions such as in laundries, kit- 
chens, etc., prevail in the in- 
terior of the building. 


3. On steel decks where tempera- 
ture and humidity conditions

insulation in hot asphalt. 


as described for wood decks 
are encountered. 


For hot application, this moisture 
vapor barrier should be a minimum of 
2 layers of 15-lb. saturated felt, lapped 
half and solidly mopped. When joints 
exist in the deck structure (wood, pre 
cast gypsum, etc.), this vapor barrier 
should be installed over a laver of 
sheathing paper laid directly on the 
deck surtace. It is essential that these 
felts be laid in adequate mopping oi 
asphalt or pitch and be well broomed 
to eliminate air pockets and to insure a 


solid bond 


Che insulation should be placed over 
the deck so that the long dimension of 
the board crosses deck supports at right 
angles. As each board is laid, only suffi 
cient area to provide for its complete 
embedment should be mopped at one 
time and the board embedded imme- 
diately. 

Where two layers of insulation are 
required, the boards in the second layer 
should parallel those of the first laver 
with joints staggered. The second layer 
should be solidly mopped as described 
for the first layer. Individual boards 
should be set snugly but never forced 
into place. 

On non-nailable decks with slopes 
in excess of 1 inch per foot, good 
practice requires wood nailing strips 


for insulation and back nailing of felts 
These nailing strips should parallel the 
roof slope, be fastened to the deck at 
intervals to match the dimension of the 
insulation (not more than 4 ft. apart) 
and should be flush with the insulation 
in thickness. 


Good practice requires that, in addi- 
tion to the vapor barrier and marginal 
water stops, water stops be built into 
he insulation, one board’s width from 
leck margins. On large decks, water 
stops subdividing the deck area into 30 
ft. square divisions should be installed, 
These water stops are constructed by 
solidly mopping 8 to 12-inch wide strips 
of saturated felt half to the deck or 
vapor barrier and half up over the edge 
of the insulation and onto its top. 


The application of the specified built- 
up roof on top of the insulation follows 
in the customary fashion, cementing 
the first plies solid to the insulation. 

In all cases, no more insulation 
should be placed than can be covered 
with roofing in any one working period. 


The combination of insulation with 
cold process roofs parallels the descrip- 
tion just outlined above. Suitable vapor 
barriers are provided by using the 
asphalt coated cold process felt lapped 
6 inches and cemented with cold proc- 
ess cement. The insulation is laid in 
the cold process cement. Water stops

are constructed of cold process felt and 
sealed with cold process cement. The 
cold process roof is applied on top of 
the insulation in the customary fashion, 
cementing it solidly to the insulation. 


Inspection Is Good Practice 


There is no magic hormone or patent 
medicine that will rejuvenate a roof 
which has lost its vitality. Depending 
upon the attention given a built-up roof, 
maintenance can range from minor re- 
pairs to complete replacement. In main- 
taining a roof, a good practice is to 
make 
proper and flashing at suitable time 
intervals, say once a year. In this way, 


thorough inspection of roof 


potential troubles may be detected an | 
repairs made with relatively little effort 
before serious trouble actually develops. 
Smooth surface roofs offer a particular 
advantage in this respect because their 
condition can more easily be determined 
by direct inspection. 

In the event that specific trouble has 
developed, a thorough inspection of 
the deck, roof, and flashing should be 
inade to accurately determine the con 
ditions causing the trouble and to 
make repairs accordingly. Repairs to be 
satisfactory must get at the source of 
the trouble otherwise the result will 
be an unsatisfactory stop gap, which 
ultimately makes the conditions worse 
rather than correcting the defect. Here 
again, emphasis should be placed on 
thorough inspection of flashings and 
checking the deck beneath the roof for 
moisture condensation and. structural 
weakness. 


Fundamental Maintenance Tips 


There are certain rather fundamental 
precautions which should be emphasized 
with respect to maintenance. Among 
these I mention the following: 


Specific situations, such as localized 
buckles, air pockets, and blisters, are 
subject to direct treatment. Essentials 
are that the defects be cut open, the 
felts laid back and hot or cold cement 
applied, and the felts solidly re-ce- 
mented in place. A suitable covering of 
several plies of adequately larger felt 
should be cemented over the cuts to 
seal out the weather. 


Condensation on the undersurface of 
the deck may be the basic cause of ex 
tensive blistering or other defects in 
which case adequate below deck venti- 
lation, or the installation of insulation

How to Build Rounded Eaves 

Rounded eaves don’t usually return 
all the way to a wall, and it is prob- 
lematical as to what sort of a roofing 
material could be used to run off the 
roof, around the eave, return to the 
wall, and yet provide a neat and attrac 
tive appearance 


accompanying sketches show 
how to build rounded eaves using 
curved rafter tails, allowing them to 
return to the wall, and using narrow 
widths of lumbers such as 1x1’s for the 
sheathing over the round.

Even Dormer Spacing for 
Asphalt Strip Shingles 

A way to make joints “break” evenly 
over a dormer or other projection on a 
roof is to first space out the shingles 
above the dormer, butting them togeth- 
er as when permanently laid. Then drop 
chalk lines down to the eaves, at right 
angles to the ridge in line with the 
joints, on either side of the dormer. 

Start laying shingles, and follow up 
the chalk line, letting the joints between 
the tabs come on the line, and letting 
the tabs of the alternate courses be 
halved by he line. When you get above 
the dormer, the first full length course 
will be properly spaced so that it will 
not be necessary to cut off any of the

Registration of Apprentices 


For the benefit of contractors who 
participate in Federally financed proj- 
ects, I want to point out the importance 
of registering every apprentice they 
employ on such a project. It is very 
much to their advantage to do so. Un- 
less an apprentice who is in training 
on a Federal project, is registered he 
will not be officially classified as an 
apprentice but as a journeyman; and 
his employer may be liable for payment 
of full journeyman wages in his case 
during the time he is not registered. 

To be sure that an apprentice is so 
classified he must be registered at the 
time he is employed with the State 
apprenticeship agency if such an agency 
is established in the State in which 
he is employed, or with the Bureau of 
Apprenticeship in a State in which a 
State agency is not established. 

The ruling regarding employment 
of apprentices is set forth in Part 5 of 
Federal Regulations, Title 29, Subtitle 
A, covering labor standards provisions 
applicable to Federally financed con- 
tracts. This regulation defines an ap- 
prentice as one who is registered in a 
bona fide apprenticeship system which 
is on record with either a State ap- 
prenticeship agency or the Bureau of 
Apprenticeship. 

I suggest, therefore, that any con- 
tractor who does not have a copy of 
the regulations, obtain a copy by writ- 
ing to the Wage Determination Branch 
of the Solicitors Office, U. S Depart- 
ment of Labor, Washington 25, D. C. 


Joint Employer-Labor 
Participation 


We have learned by experience that 
the soundest way to conduct an ap- 
prenticeship program in the construc- 
tion industries is by joint participation 
of employers and labor. 


There are today in the building 


trades 3,240 local joint apprenticeship 


committees. That is a good beginning 
but many more committees should be 
established.

Aluminum Rate Will 
Be 400,000 Tons in ‘52 


Under the Government sponsored 
expansion program, the aluminum in- 
dustry is scheduled to add 415,000 
short tons of primary capacity in 1952 
to the 50,000 tons previously added 
Korean invasion. During 
1953 another 197,500 tons is planned, 


since the 


bringing total capacity to 1.5 million 
tons 


During the quarter just ended the 
first production came from the addition 
al facilities at Point Comfort, Texas, as 
well as additional production from the 
Chalmette, Louisiana, plant. In_ the 
next three months, additional facilities 
at these plants, as well as lines at San 
Patricio, Texas, and Wenatchee, 
Washington, will start production. 

Primary aluminum production in 
1952 is expected to total about 1,030,- 
O00 tons, compared with 836,000 tons 
in 1951. 

We are scheduled to receive 16,500 
tons of Canadian aluminum during the 
remainder of 1952 under the United 
States-United Kingdom metals agree- 
ment. This is in addition to the 11,000 
tons received during the past 6 months 

The defense agencies are at present 
considering and discussing with vari- 
ous interested groups the question of 
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whether arrangements should be made | 
for a further supply of aluminum be- | 
yond the present authorized expansion 
programs 

In this connection, at the request of 
the Defense Production Administra- 
tion, the Aluminum Company of Can- 
ada has made a tentative offer to en- 
large its exports to the United States 
market substantially, reaching a peak 
in 1955 at a level of 300,000 tons per 
year. The company has, as a part of 
this offer, requested an underwriting 
agreement under which the United 
States Government would purchase 
only for the years 1955 through 1959 
up to 180,000 tons of metal a year if | 
commercial buyers for that amount 
could not be found. 

No decision on this offer or on a | 
further expansion program has yet 
heen made 


NPA Frees 
More “B” Metals 


Increased allotments of critical ma- 
terials for the manufacture of “B” 
products will be needed to complete the 
greater number of commercial and in- 
dustrial buildings which the National 
Production Authority has announced it 
will approve, A. Naughton Lane, Pres- 
ident of the Producers’ Council, na- 
tional organization of building products 
manufacturers, has stated 

“Many manufacturers of these fab- 
ricated products, such as heating plants, 
plumbing fixtures, metal windows, and 
weatherstripping, are receiving only 
30 to 50 per cent as much steel, copper, 
and aluminum as they normally use, 
and those quantities will not be suffi- 
cient to meet requirements in the third 
and fourth quarters of this year when 
the additional construction is to be 
authorized,” Mr. Lane said. 

“Present output of ‘B’ products iS 
being almost completely absorbed in 
homes and other structures started un- 
der the self-authorization program. Ap- 
proving the construction of a consider- 
able amount of additional commercial 
and institutional building could quickly 
cause shortages whch would result in 
costly delays 

“Manufacturers and dealers’ inven- 
tories accumulated prior to the sharp 
cutbacks in allotments to manufactur- 
ers have been almost completely used 
up, and the building industry will have 
to depend on new production from now 
on

is a necessary corrective measure. 

When the roof deck, regardless of 
its material or design, has sagged re- 
sulting in low spots which collect water 
causing leaks, satisfactory repairs must 
be made to the deck beneath such areas 
in order to overcome this weakness. 
Attempts to level out the existing roof 
surface by applying more roofing will 
only result in aggravating rather than 
correcting the original trouble. 

Emergency repairs, of course, have 
often to be made on a wet roof. How- 
ever, when permanent repairs are to 
be made, it is essential that these be 
made when the old roof is well dried 
out. Any portion of an old roof which 
does not dry out, given a reasonable 
chance to do so, should be completely 
removed before repairs are undertaken. 
Likewise, any portion of an old roof 
which is not soundly bonded to the 
underlying deck should be removed be- 
fore major repairs are undertaken. 


Remove Loose Slag 


When applying new plies or surfac- 
ing to a gravel or slag surfaced roof, 
it is essential that all loose slag, gravel, 
dust, and dirt be thoroughly removed 
and the surface well leveled off and 
dried out before applying new material. 

\sphaltic materials should not be ap- 
plied directly to an old coal tar roof, 
neither should coal tar materials be 
applied directly to an old asphalt roof. 
On nailable decks, if the same kind of 
materials as in the original roof cannot 
be used for re-roofing, a separation 
course consisting of sheathing paper 
and two plies of saturated felt should 
be applied before proceeding with built- 
up section. 

Smooth surfaced roofs in comparison 
with slag surfaced roofs are more read- 
ily maintained. The effect of the wear 
and tear of the weather on smooth roofs 
is more accurately appraised by direct 
visual inspection and the source of 
leaks can be more easily detected. 

Likewise, minor repairs to the roof 
proper are more easily made and do 
not involve the effort required to re- 
move the slag covering. In this con- 
nection, one of the major advantages of 
smooth surface, and particularly cold 
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process, roofs is the fact that inex- 
pensive re-surfacing treatment at suit- 
able intervals will keep these roofs in 
good condition over a long period of 
years and insure satisfactory roof per- 
formance. 

Flashing maintenance and_ repair 
should be handled with due considera- 
tion of the basic recommendations for 
built-up roof maintenance wherever 
they apply, plus special attention to in- 
sure that where repairs require replac- 
ing a portion of the flashing, that the 
sheets are well anchored and sealed to 
the parapet 

This rather long and somewhat de- 
tailed discussion of roof application and 
maintenance can best be concluded 
without any attempt to summarize 
other than to rephrase the _ initial 
thought. That is: a good roof, no 
matter of what kind, is a happy com- 
bination of four things: A sound deck, 
materials of suitable quality, skillful 
application, and adequate maintenance. 
Not the least of these is skillful apphi-
